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The di strict averages of actual and normal rainfall published in the monthly 
and annual rainfall tables were not strictly comparable with, each other prior, to 
1928, as the normal averages were based only npoh the number 'of -stations for 
which normals had been determined while the actual averages were based on the 
full number of stations in the district. 

To make the two comparable, both the district averages have been based 
from 1928 onwards, upon the stations for which normals are available. ' - ’
